This was Mrs. Eleanor O'Neil Nolker’s 
bill with Jacques Krakauer, who its the 


proprietor of the Grand Maison de 


Blanc in Paris, New York, 


and Bar Harbor. ‘The bill for handker- 
chiefs was originally for $900, but has 
been reduced by payments to $325, which 
is the amount sued for in Justice Kliev- 
er’s court, where an attachment has 
been issued against paintings owned by 
her in St. Louis. 
Bought What She Fancied. 

The suit is the result of the lavish ex- 
penditures of a woman who inherited 
a large fortune through her late hus- 
band and another from her father. 
and did not know the value of 
money. She was in the habit of buying 
what attracted her fancy, and her repu- 
tation as a wontan of fortune made the 
open account a matter of such ease that 
credit came without the asking. 

Merchants with goods to sell at an ex- 
aggerated profit to dthe rich aske 
for her account, and when she 
bought things for her personal adorn- 
ment or for her daily necessities there 
Was no question about her credit. 

This was not lessened by the reputa- 
tion she had earneu of being the most 
extravagant woman in S8t.eLouis, and 
when she went East to live, having de- 
clared St. Louis society too slow and 
gossipy for her, her reputation as a 
spender preceded her. 

Tradesmen Sought her Custom. 

Wherever she went tradesmen haunt- 
ed her doors and forced their goods up- 
on her. She bought where and what 
she listed. Nothing was too good for 
the rich young widow from St. Louis. 

“Mrs. Nolker has never cared for 
money,’ said a man who has had con- 
siderable to do with the straightening 
out of her affairs in the last few 
months. 

“When she wanted anything she got it 
on credit. Everyone in business was 
giad to get her name on their books. 
She bought, had it charged and put the 
matter out of her mind. It was often 
called to her attention when suit was 
brought against her to recover the 
amount, which could not be collected 
because Mrs. Nolker was traveling 
about and the accounts did not come 
to her notice. When her lawyer 
brought the notice of the suit to her, 
she ordered the bill paid. 

Attorneys Wondered. 

“Her lavish expenditure has been a 
matter of wonder to the attorneys who 
have been interested in the suits 
brought against her in St. Louis. In 
the past five years she has spent $750,- 
000. In the past few months she has ad- 
justed a bill of $2400 for millinery, one 
for $4000 for dry goods, one for $3000 for 
dry goods and millinery, one for $150 for 
flowers, ove for $118 for wine. 

“About the first of the year she was 
caught in the financial flurry. Her 
liabilities were in the neighborhood of 
$80,000 and it is said her mother went 
to her assistance.’’ 

Seldom Asked Price. 

Mrs. Nolker as a “spender’’ was 
unique. The expense of anything she 
fancied had nothing to do with the mat- 
ter. That she fancied it was a sale. It 
is said by those who have sold her 
goods and those who have seen her buy 
that she seldom asked the price of an 
article that took her eye. If she did, 
she seldom questioned it. 

For instance, she would walk into 
a big carpet store in St. Louis or New 
York and an Oriental rug attracted her 
attention. It pleased her fancy. It 
would match the hangings in a certain 
room. “Send it home,” she said. Later 
she asked the price. or perhaps slit

There has been an average increase 
of 30 per cent in the prices of all meats 
in St. Louis in the last week, according 
to figures given to Post-Dispatch re- 
porters by retail dealers Wednesday. 

The Packing Trust, retailers say, has 
advanced wholesale prices so rapidly 
that the dealer who sells over the coun- 
ter has been forced to charge more for 


As a reason for the increase in. price 
the packers say the price of livestock 
has increased a cent a pound on hogs 
and nearly 3 cents a pound on cattle. 

They say reports frem the country 
indicate that good grades of cattle are 
scarce and that shipments to the prin- 
cipal stockyards are lighter than usual 
at, this season. 

Advance Because of Prosperity. 

When the recent financial flurry 
started the large packing houses made 
a sudden reduction in prices. Now that 
prosperity is returning it is said the ad- 
vances made within the last week will 
quickly recover for the trust the l6sses 
entailed in the recent slump. 

All of which means the housewives of 
St. Louis will have to pay more for 
their meat. A dollar wlll now buy only 
as much meat as 66 cents bought a week 
ago. 

A steak which then could be bought 
for 20 cents now costs 30 cents. A week 
ago a dime would buy the same amount 
of pork chops for which the purchaser 
now pays 15 cents. 

It will not even be economical to buy 
hamburger steak, because the raise in 
prices extends to what the butchers 
call “rough cuts.” A week ago this 
Class of meat was 7% cents a pound. 
Now the price is 10 cents. The humble, 
but sometimes tender, chuck steak has 
gone up from 9 cents to 12% cents a 
pound. 

Calf liver, which sold a week ago at 
7 Cents a pound, is now 10 cents. 

Dealers at the National Stockyards 
say prices may continue to advance un- 
til there is aaequate pasturage for the 
cattle on the great ranges of the South- 
west and the “grass cattle’ commence 
to come te market. Then prices may 
go, down-—if the packers say so. 

Prices Up tn Chicago.

George K. Smith, secretary of the Yel- 
low Pine Lumber Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, denied on the witness stand 
Wednesday that his organization 
changed its name from the Southern 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association in 
1906 because of contemplated action by 
the Texas State authorities at that time. 

“We changed the name,’’ said Smith, 
“about the time the Texas authorities 
were contemplating action, but not be- 
cause. of that fact.” 

Under Examination. 

Smith is being examined at the South- 
ern Hotel by F. G. Ferris of Moberly 
and Rush Lake of Jefferson City, as- 
sistants to Attorney-General Hadley. 

They are endeavoring to ascertain 
whether there is any basis for institut- 
ing proceedings against the Yellow Pine 
association for violating the anti-trust 
laws. 

Attorney-General Jackson of Kansas 
and Assistant Attorney-General Light- 
foot of Texas are watching the proceed- 
ings with interest. ‘The Yellow Pine As- 
sociation includes a number of firms in 
each of these states. 

Records in Evidence. 

Smith submitted in evidence Wedneés- 
day ccpies of various records of the 
association he was asked to produce 
Tuesday. Ferris read the following ex- 
tract from the record of a speech de- 
livered by J. L. Thompson of Willard, 
Tex., at the meeting of the association 
In New Orleans in 1906: 

“Pardon me when I refer to our meet- 
ing at New Orleans a year ago when 
we came together feeling that we were 
on the eve of a volcanic eruption, com- 
mercially speaking, but by a few days’ 
co-operation were made to feel that we 
had grown richer by $1 per 1000 feet on 
all the lumber we had in stock, 

“But, through lack of co-operation, 
in 909 days we found the volcano had 
erupted and prices in a fair way to 
reach the bottomless -pit.’’ 

Agreement Possibly Moral. 

Smith said he remembered Thompson 


making this speech, but added that he 
did not take this language to show an 
agreement to control prices, unless it 
were merely a moral agreement to do 


80. 

Mr. Ferris’ questions Wednesday fail- 
ed to reveal any agreement between the 
lumbermen during the last three years 
to control prices. 

Smith admitted on the stand Wednes- 
Gay that the association in 1904 curtail- 
ea the lumber supply 33 1-3 cents to 
maintain or advance prices. 

Harry Gorsuch of Kansas City, secre- 
tary of the Southwestern Lumbermen’s 
Association will be examined at the 
conclusion of Smith’s testimony. 

Smith gave Mr. Ferris, among other 
papers, a copy of the agreement in re- 
gard to prices existing in 1905, among 
the members ef the association. 

An attorney for the lumbermen told 
a reporter for the Post-Dispatch that 
if a suit were filed as a result of the 
testimony now being taken, the associa- 
tion will plead the statute of limita- 


tions in defense. 

This attorney says the only evidence 
0. an agreement to control prices shows 
it Was made more than three years ago.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Judge 
Lebbeus R. Wilfley of the Shanghai 
(China) United States Court is exoner- 
ated of impeachable offenses, but scored 
for his conduct in the report of the 
congressional committee which investi- 
gated him. 

The report was made public this noon. 
The decision is not final because the 
Judiciary Committee still holds the re- 
port and is unable to agree upon it. 

The Judiciary Committee held an all- 
morning executive session. 

It is said the point was made that 
Judge Wilfley should either be im- 
peached or else not criticised, and it is 
likely that an attempt will be made by 
the commission to overrule the Investi- 
gating Committee’s report and recom- 
mend that the House begin impeach- 
ment proceedings against Judge Wilfley. 

The Judiciary Committee will continue 
its deliberations Friday. 

The Investigating Committee report 


ipresented by Judge Moon, its chairman, 


after reviewing all the 
cludes as follows: 
“The conclusion of the committee, 
deduced from the memory, from the ex- 
amination of the petitioner, and from 
the construction of the precedents of 
impeachment tgials, is that the actual 
facts upon which the charges in said 
memorial are based, even though estab- 
lished by competent legal evidence. 
would not justify a conviction of Judge 
Wilfley upon articles of impeachment 
before the United States Senate, and 
would not, therefore, warrant a presen- 
tation by the House of Representatives 
of such articles of impeachment. 
Court of “Anomalous Character.” 
“But, notwithstanding this finding, the 
investigation of this case has made 
clear to us the anomalous character of 
this court, the extraordinary power 
given by law to this Judge, the fact 
that it is separated 7000 miles from an 
appellate tribunal, that a broad ocean 
intervenes between presenting obstacles 


that burden the statutory right of re- 
view, with expense, delay and hazard 
unknown to any other court, justify the 
people of the United States in demana- 
ing of this Judge a temperate exercise 
of his great power. ‘ 

“It is: Obviously true that an aggre- 
gation of entirely legal acts may de- 
velop into a system of tyanny and op- 
pression and that an inequitable exer- 
cise of judicial discretion may convert 
the machinery of justice into an engine 
of despotic and autocratic power. This 
may be accomplished without the taint 
of individual corruption and with a 
laudable purpose of purifying a com- 
munity and of inaugurating civic re- 
form. 

“Terror to evil doers, if purchased 
at.the price of judicial fairness and 
overstrained legal authority, is achieved 
at too great an expense, for it defeats 
its own high aim and warps the very 
fabric of the law itself. 

The temptation of an honest Judge to 
bend once the law to his authority, 
to ‘do a great right—a little wrong’— 
is fraught with such danger to our 
whole system of remedial justice that 
it merits the condemnation of every le- 
gal mind. 


Only “Provable Allegations.” 
“Such acts of legal oppression and of 
abuse of judicial discretion, lie at the 
base of these charges on their truth 
or falsity, we have no power to inquire. 
They are made before the House of 
Representatives in the form prescribed 


by law and custom and are presented 
as a question of high privilege upon 
the solemn responsibility of a member 
of the House. 

“If Judge Wilfley were permitted to 
be heard he might minimize, explain or 
entirely refute them. 

“The committee does not find these 
charges to be facts established by testi- 
mony but only by provable allegations. 
Charges so presented against this Court 
have a peculiar and dangerous signi- 
ficance. In this case they are dismissed 
as falling short of impeachable offices, 
by what we believe to be sound princi- 

les of legal construction, and Judge 

filfley is thereby denied any oppor- 

tunity of defense. He cannot file an- 
sWer, can make no denial, nor explain 
to the house the legality of necessity 
for his action. 

“These charges therefore, stand uncon- 
troverted, and if Judge Wilfley’s judi- 
cial cases in the future are marked by 
the rigorous and inflexive harshness 
imputed to him, they will hang as a 

rtenteous cloud over this next Court, 
mpairing his usefulness, impeding the 
administration of justice, and challenge- 
ing the integrity of American institu- 

ons,”’

“In addition to the reasons T have 
already urged on your attention, it 
has now become important that there 
should be an amendment of the anti- 
trust law, because of the uncertainty 
as to how this law affects combina- 
tions among labor men and farmers, 
if the combination has any tendency 
to restrict interstate commerce. All 
of these combinations, if and while 
existing for and engaged in the pro- 
motion of innocent and proper pur- 
poses, should be recognized as legal. 
“As I have repeatedly pointed out, 
this anti-trust law was a most un- 
wisely drawn statute. It was perhaps 
inevitable that in feeling after the 
right remedy the first attempts to pro- 
vide such should be crude; and it was 
absolutely imperative that some legis- 
lation should be passed to control, in 
the interest of the public, the business 
use of the enormous aggregations of 
corporate wealth that are so marked 
a feature of the modern industrial 
world. But the present anti-trust 
law, in its construction and working, 
has exemplified only too well the kind 


of legislation which, under the guise 
of being thorough-going, is drawn up 
in such sweeping*form as to become 
either ineffective or else mischiev- 
ous. 
“In the modern industrial world 
combinations are absolutely neces- 
sary; they are becoming more and 
more necessary among farmers. Some 
of these combinations are among the 
most powerful of all instruments for 
wrongdoing. Others offer the only 
effective way of meeting actual busi- 
ness needs, It is mischievous and un- 
wholesome to keep upon the statute 
books unmodified a law, like the anti- 
trust law. which, while in practice 
only partially effective against vicious 
combinations, has nevertheless in the- 
ory been construed so as sweepingly 
to prohibit every combination for the 
transaction of modern business. 
“Some real good has resulted from 
this law. But the time has come when 
it is imperative to modify it. Such 
modification is urgently needed for 
the gake of the business men of the 
country, for the sake of the wage- 
workers, and for the sake of the farm- 
ers. The,Congress can not afford to 
leave it on the statute books in its 
present shape. 

Labor Law Uncertain. 


“It has now become uncertain ho elle 
this law may involve.all labor organ za- 
tions and farmers’ organizations, as well 
@s all business organizations, in conflict 
with the law; or, !f we secure Ifteral 
compliance with the law, how far it 
may result in the destruction of the or- 
ganizations necessary for the transac- 
tion of modern business, as well as of 
all labor organizations and farmers’ or- 
ganizations, completely check the “wise 
movement for securing business | vo- 
operation among farmers, and put back 
half a century the progress of the move- 
ment for the betterment of labor. 

“A bill has been presented in the Con- 
gress to remedy this situation.. Some 
such measure as this bill is needed in 
the interest of all engaged in the indus- 
tries which are essential to the coun- 
try’s well-being. I do not pretend to 
gay the exact shape that the bill should 
take, and the suggestions I have to of- 
fer are teritative; and my views would 
apply equally to any other measure 
which would achieve the desired end. 
Bearing this in mind, I would suggest, 
merely tentatively, the following changes 
in the law: 

“The substantive part of the anti- 
trust law should remain as at present: 
that is, every contract In restraint of 
trade or commerce among the several 
states or with foreign nations should 
continue to be declared illegal: pro- 
vided, however, that some proper gov- 
ernmental authority (such as the Com- 
missioner of Corporations acting under 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor) 
be allowed to pass on any such con- 
tracts. Probably the best method of 
providing for this would be to enact that 
any contract, subject to the prohfbition 
contained in the anti-trust law, into 
which it was desired to enter, might be 
filed with the Bureau of Corporations or 
other appropriate executive body. This 
would provide publicity. Within, say, 
60 days of the filing—which period could 
be extended by order of the department 
whenever for any reason it did not give 
the department sufficient time for a 
thorough examination—the executive de- 
partment having power might forbid the 
contract, which would then become sub- 
ject to the provisions of the anti-trust 
law, if at all in restraint of trade. 

Shouldn't Affect Pending Suits. 
“Tf no such prohibition was issued, 
the contract would then only be liable 
to attack on the ground that it consti- 
tuted an unreasonable restraint of trade. 
Whenever the period of filing had 
passed without any such prohibition, the 
contracts or combinations could be dis- 
approved or forbidden only after notice 
and hearing with a reasonable prov’ 
sion for gummary review on appeal by 
the courts. Labor organizations, far- 
mers’ organizations, and other organ- 
izations not organized for purposes of 
profit, should be allowed to register 
under the law by giving the location of 


laws, and the names and addresses of 
their principal officers.» In the interest 
of all these organizations—business, la- 
bor and farmers’ organizations alike— 
the present provision permitting the re- 
covery of threefold damages should be 
abolished, and as a substitute therefor

delivered to the man or men the failure of whose policy may have necessitated 
Receiverships should be used, not to operate 
roads, but as speedily as possible to pay their debts and return them to the

such suits brought for causes. of action 
heretofore occurred should be brought 
only if the contract or combination 
complained of was unfair or unreason- 
able. It may be well to remember that. 
all of the sujts hitherto brought by the 
Government under the antitrust law 
have been in cases where the eombina- 
tion or contract was in faet unfair, un- 
reasonable and against tiie public in- 
terest. 

Strikes Clumsy Weapon, But Legal. 

“It is important that we should en- 
courage trade agreements between em- 
ployer and employe where they are 
juet and fair. <A strike is a clumsy 
weapon for righting wrongs done’ to 


labor, and we should extend, so far as 
possible, the process of conciliation and 
arbitration as a substitute for strikes. 
Moreover, violence, disorder and coer- 
cion, when committed in connection 
with strikes, should be as promptly and 
as sternly repressed as when commit- 
ted {n any other connection. 

“But strikes themselves are, and 
should be, recognized to be entirely le- 
gal. Combinations of workingmen have 
& peculiar reason for their existence. 
The very wealthy individual employer, 
and still more the very wealthy cor- 
poration, stand at an enormous advan- 
tage when compared to the individual 
workingman; and while there are many 
cases where it may not be necessary 
for laborers to form a union, in many 
other cases it is indispensable, for oth- 
erwise the thousands of smal! units, the 
thousands of individual workingmen, 
will be left helpless in their dealings 
with the one big unit, the big indi- 
vidual or corporate employer. 

“Twenty-two years ago, -by the act 
of June 29, 1886, trades unions were rec- 
ognized by law, and the right of la- 
boring people to combine for all lawful 
purposes was formerly recognized, this 
right including combination for mutual] 
protection and benefits, the regulation 
of wages, hours and conditions of laber, 
and the protection of the individual 
rights of the’ workmen in the prosecu- 
tion of their trade or trades: and in the 
act of June 1, 1898, strikes were recog- 
nized as legal in the same provision 
that Yorbade participation in or insti- 
gation of force or violence against per- 
sons or property, or the attempt to pre- 
vent others from working. by violence. 
threat or intimidation. The business 
man must be protected fn person and 
property. and so must the farmer and 
the wageworker: and as regards all 
alike, the right of peaceful combination 
for all lawful purposes should be ex- 
plicitiy recognized. 


The Right to Combine. 

“The right of employers to combine 
and contract with one another and with 
their employes should be explicitly rec- 
ognized, and so should the right of the 
employes to combine and to contract 
with one another and with the employ- 
ers, and to seek peaceably ‘to persuade 
others to accept their views, and to 
strike for the purpose of peaceably ob- 
taining from employers satisfactory 
terms for their labor. Nothing should 
be done to legalize either a blacklist or 
a Boycott that would be illegal at com- 
mon law; this’ being the type of boy- 
cott defined and condemned by the An- 
thracite Strike Commission.

with prompt and intelligent fairness. 
These Government agents, if it is not 
deemed wise to appoint individuals 
from outside the publie service, might 
with advantage be members of the Exe- 
cutive Departments, designated by the 
President, on his own motion %r on the 
request of the committee, to act with 
t. 


Want, Tariff Revised. 

“T am of the opinion, however, that 
one change in the tariff could with ad- 
vantage be made forthwith. Our forests 
need every protection, and one method 
of protecting them would be to put 


upon the free list wood pulp, with a 
corresponding reduction upon paper 
made from wood pulp, when they come 
from any country tnat does not put an 
export duty upon them. 

‘‘Ample provision should be made for a 
permanent Waterways Commission, with 
whatever power is required to make 
it effective. The reasonable expecta- 
tion of the. people will not be met unless 
the Congress provides at this session 
for the beginning and prosecution of the 
actual work of waterway improvement 
and control. The Congress shoutu rec- 
ognize in fullest fastion. the fact that 
the subject of the conservation of our 
natural resources, with which this Com- 
mission deals, is literally vital for the 
future of the Nation. 

“Numerous bills granting water- 
power rights on navigable streams 
have been introduced. None of them 
give the Government the right to 
make a reasonable charge for the val- 
uable privileges so granted, in spite 
of the fact that these water-power 
privileges are equivalent to many 
thousands of acres of the best. coal 
lands for their production of power. 
Nor is any definite time limit set, as 
should always be done in such cases. 
I shall be obliged. hereafter, in ac- 
cordance with the policy stated In a 
recent message, to veto any water- 
power bill which does not provide for 
a time limit and for the right of the 
President or of the Secretary con- 
cerned to fix and collect such a charge 
as he may find to be just and reason- 
able in each case.

The $50 reward offered in Chicago by 
Mr. Wilson, a Prohibition advocate, for 
any person who would prove Abraham 
Lincoln -was a “drinking man,” is now 
claimed by State Senator Methudy, 
who says he has the goods. He quotes 
history to show Lincoln ‘took his 
dram.”’ 

The Senator asks that the check be 
made payable to the Salvation Army. 
and says he will see that it reaches its 
destination. Personally, he- says, he 
doesn’t care for Mr. Wilson’s money. 


But Look at This Pledge. 
Senator Methudy’s proof is apparently 


in contradiction to proof said in press 
dispatches to have been found at Ger- 
man Prairie, near Springfield, Ill., by 
a man who has a copy of a temperance 
organization signed by Lincoln, along- 
side whose name ig written: “Who also 
pledges himself to abstain totally from 
alcoholics.”” The history quoted by Sen- 
ator Methudy says Lincoln was tem- 
perate, but was not a total abstainer.

UY DECIDES 
HUSSEY DID NOT

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Delegate Alleges Negro Who 
Says He Did Had “Pipe 
Dream.” 





Delegate Frank Hussey persuaded a 
jury in the Wyoming Street Police 
Court Wednesday that his forty-fourth 
and latest arrest was'all a mistake, 
and that Matt Darby, the negro who 
accused him of throwing a glass in a 
saloon fight, merely imagined such a 
thing. happened. 

He was acquitted, after the jury had 
been out a half hour, of the charge of 
disturbing the peace. 

Witness Couldn't Remember. 

The negro admitted, when questioned 
by Hussey’s lawyer, that he possessed 
a vivid imagination, but he insisted thai 
the glass hurling incident really hap- 
pened. 

He said he went into Young’s saloon 
on Olive street, near Jefferson avenue, 
and asked no one in particular for a 
match. The next thing he knew, he 
said, he was struck on the forehead 
by the beer glass, which Hussey had 
been holding as he entered. 

William G. Sharp of the Hotel Berlin, 
Ied- 
ward Tiess of 2823A Laclede avenue, a 
cook, and Lester Howard, the saloon 
porter, testified that they were in the 
saloon all the time Hussey was there, 
and that they could not, for the life of 
them, recall any such occurrence as the 
negro described. 
Policemen Nally 
rested Hussey, said 
Darby’s word for it. 

Then Hussey took the stand, 4nd 

maintained that he was not, and had 
not been doing a thing when the police- 
men, guided by the negro, walked in 
and seized him. 
“Then how did it happen,” asked the 
City Attorney, ‘“‘that you, as soon as 
you got to the station, cross-charged the 
negro with throwing a glass at you?” 

Hussey pondereg a moment.

“I wasn't going to let him put one 

over on me and then get off without 


being arrested himself,’’ Hussey ex- 
plained. “He didn't throw anything 
at me. no more than I did at him. 

“His charge was all a pipe dream, 
and I ‘ust made mine to fit it.’

NO SPECULATION 
ON TICKETS SAYS 
MANAGER SHORT 
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Head of Olympic and Century 
Theaters Replies to a 
Complaint. 





Manager Short of the Olympic 
Century theaters, replying to a 
tributor in the Post-Dispatch ‘Letters 
Krom the People,’’ who complained of 
having to buy Olympic seats from the 
Southern Hotel at a premium after be- 
ing unable to obtain good seats at the 
Olympic box office, says: 

“There is no theater ticket speculation 
in St. Louis. Until a year ago, as a 
matter of convenience to guests at lead- 
ing hotels, we placed seats on sale at 
the hotels, but this was. discontinued 
because I thought it might be regarded 
as seat speculation. Since that time the 
hotels have taken orders for seats and 
have bought them from us as would any 
other purchaser. If they charge a pre- 
mium, the theaters have no share in the 
profit. 

“The writer of the letter published in 
the Post-Dispatch complains that, after 
waiting 40 minutes in Jine at the Olym- 
pic box office, he was offered seats in 
the twelfth row as the best then left 
for a certain performance of ‘The Red 
Mill.’ 

“In reply to this I would state that 
an experienced ticket seller could easily 
sell $1500 worth of seats in 40 minutes. 
And the seats offered in the twelfth row 
cannot be considered as poor seats, in- 
asmuch as there are 17 rows in the 
Olympic parquet. 

“It is true that we do take care of 

our. regular customers—persons who 
come to the Olympic every week. Their 
seats are put aside for them and held 
until they call for them. In return, 
these regular customers always buy 
tickets on the benefit nights of the 
young men in the box office, and this 
is the only form of perquisite—if it may 
be called so—enjoyed by any employe 
connected with the houses. 
“T have never permitted speculation 
in seats of the theaters under my man- 
My aim is to oblige every per- 
son who wishes to visit the Olympic or 
Century, and to give such persons the 
best seats possible. The men in the box 
oifice invariably do this to the best of 
their ability, and no favors are shown 
to anyone.”

GALVESTON, Tex., March 25.—Mrs. 
Margaret Reynolds of Shreveport, La., 
has recovered her 12-year-old son, 
Charles, whom she mourned for seven 
years as dead. 

At the time of the Galveston storm the 
family lived here and their home was 
destroyed. The mother and her 4-year- 
old son were swept from a raft. 

The mother was rescued, but the child 
was swept away and believed to have 
perished. Search among the hundreds 
of dead bodies of children was made, 
but none could be identified as Charies. 
A few days ago the mother heard of 
a boy traveling with a gypsy band, who 
claimed his. parents had been been 
drowned in the Galveston flood. She 
traveled overland for two days and 
overtook the band in Western Louisi- 
ana and identified her son by birth- 
marks. He did not know his mother. 
The child had been carried nearly 50 
miles by the storm and deposited on a 
farm on the mainland and was sent to 
an asylum. 

He was given to a family tn Misouri 
to adopt, but six months ago ran away 
from home and joined the gypsy band 
and came South and passed within a 
mile of where his mother was.

Manufacturers in North St. Louts, 
where death lies in wait for teamsters 
who have to drive across Second street 
on their way to and from factories 
and warehouses, are pleased at the ef- 
fort which is being made to force the 
Wabash and the Terminal railroads to 
instal gates and employ watchmen at 
dangerous grade crossings. 

For nearly 20 blocks north from Cass 
avenue on Second street there is no pro- 
tection for pedestrians or drivers at any 
of the streets leading to the river.

Gates and Man “Needed. 


“This is an extremely busy corner,” 
said J. H. Conrades Jr., to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday, ‘and by all 
means it should be provided with gates 
and a watchman to tend them. 

“The tracks of both the Wabash and 
the Terminal run along Second street. 
Many trains pass every day and there 
is a great deal of teaming on Tyler 
street. Everything possible should be 
done to prevent accidents.” 

At this crossing there is a very steep 
grade running to the river. The bells 
and whistles of the locomotives are re- 
lied on to warn teamsters of approach- 
ing trains. 

Buildings Shut Off View. 


On either side of Second street there 
are tall buildings which shut off the 
view up and down the railroad tracks. 
A driver approaching Second street 
from the west with a loaded wagon 
would find it almost impossible to stop 
in time to avoid being struck by a 
train. 

Another of the dangerous North St. 
Louis crossings is that at Second and 
Mullanphy streets, where hundreds of 
wagons pass every day.

STREET LIGHTS PUBLICLY OWNED. 

The City Hall electric plant is said to have paid 
for itself in less than two years. If there is a 
disposition to relieve the municipality from the 
exactions of the North American Trust it is desir- 
able that estimates be made as to the cost of 
street lighting in whole or in part by means of 
a publicly owned system. 

It usually happens that in enterprises of this 
kind too much is aftempted and failure results. 
There are visionaries everywhere who imagine 
that public ownership is an end to be achieved 
et any cost, whereas it is no more than a means 
to the end. 

The City Hall plant might be considerably 
enlarged at no great cost and an experiment in 
street lighting entered upon which would be of 
value in many ways. It would easily demon- 
strate the cost of service and it would afford 
an object lesson in other directions. 

As the largest consumer of electricity, the mu- 
aicipality might properly enough manufacture its 
own current without engaging in the business for 
It is easily possible that 
such a public work might be so well performed 
that the best of arguments for an extension of the 
service would be furnished, but that is a matter 
for the future. 

Our municipalizers would show better judgment 
and more acceptable ideas of management if they 
would be content to begin operations on a small 
scale and depend for growth upon demonstrated 
efficiency and capacity. The extension of the 
City Hall plant for street lighting purposes, even 
if it were to cover only a restricted area, would 
be justifiable by way of experimentation, and it 
might lead to greater things.

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STATE, NOT NATIONAL, AGGRESSION. 

To understand fully the scope and meaning of 
the decision of the United States Supreme Court 
in the railway rate cases it is necessary to bear 
in mind the fact that in hearly every instance 
where legislation of this kind was passed the 
States assailed an elementary national right. 

There are men who will attempt to make it 
appear that the Court has invaded the sphere of 
the States and ruthlessly swept away some of 
their dearest rights. Nothing of this sort has 
been done. The States were the aggressors, the 
States invaded the sphere of the nation, the 
States, nullified Federal laws, and the Court has 
rebuked them and pronounced their work worth- 
less. That is the story in a nutshell. 

There is not a word in this judgment which 
impairs in the slightest degree any legitimate 
power of the State. States may regulate corpora- 
tions and States may fix rates, but regulation 
and rates must be reasonable, they must not be 
confiscatory, and there must be no attempt, di- 
rect or indirect, to deny to citizens rights guar- 
anteed to them by the Constitution of the United 
States. 

In nearly every case of railway legislation of 
late an effort has been made, either by the im- 
position of destructive penalties or by plain pro- 
vision of law, to prevent interstate corporations 
from exerolsing their right to take their cases 
into the Federal Courts. This is the wrong 
which the Supreme Court has rebuked. It was 
recessary that it should be rebuked or we should 
soon have had nullification by States on a gran- 
der scale than ever before.

The States can- 
not set aside national law and national rights. 
No great wrong can be reached in that fashion. 

Considering the inexcusable blunders made by 
the legislatures of so many States in dealing with 
the evils of railway management, it must be said 
that they often appear to have been dishonestly 
contrived in the interest of the corporations them- 
selves. Men who knowingly incorporate fatal de- 
fects in legislation cannot be regarded as faith- 
ful servants of the people.

When there is ex- 
cessive heat in this town there is excessive heat 
everywhere, and the old joke about “how they 
must be suffering in St. Louis” has no point at 
all. 

Our own people are largely responsible for the 
fact that Americans in general associate St. Louis 
with the tropics. They can do much to correct 
this false impression, founded wholly upon ig- 
norance, if they will “proclaim, not assail, its 
renown,”

RACE SUICIDE AND DIVORCE. 


An Answer to Mrs. Margaret Deland's Pronouncements From 
a Writer for the Post-Dispatch 
BY NIXOLA GREELEY-SMITH. 














RS. MARGARET DELAND, the novelist, in discuss- 
MM ing ‘The Change in the Feminine Ideal,” de- 

scended from the rose-wrapped realm of fiction 
into real lite long enough to give her views on marriage, 
race suicide and divorce. And very interesting and start- 
ling views they are. Of race suicide Mrs. Deland satd: 

We are beginning—just beginning—to say that when parents 
are unable to support a child in physi¢al and moral and in- 
tellectual well-being, that to bring such a child into the world 
for the State or thelr unfortunate relatives to support is so¢tlally 
criminal. Contrast our mothers’ ideas of large families with that. 
With them it was Gaantity. not quality. 

Diverece she. dispased of in this. manner: 

“If my happiness in remarrying lessens in my ‘brother’s eyes the permanence of 
marriage, then will I give up my happiness. One hears sometimes a very high™tndi- 
vidual morality protest that it is base for a man and woman who hate each other to 
live together. But the tndividual morality which recognizes the baseness of mar- 
riage without respect and love is not content with legal separation. which will answer 
every purpose of safety. honor and decency. Here righteous individualism indirectly at- 
tacks society, because it attacks the permanence of marriage, on which family. State. 
society and civilization rest. It is obvious that this is at the bottom of our loose 
divorce laws. It is leaning chastely, under the guise of a high perception of affini- 


ties, toward free love.”’ : 
[I wonder if Mrs. Deland has asked herself why, if the individual has the 


right to refuse to bring children into thesavorld—thus setting her own conception 
of duty above that of religion—she has nota greater justification in upholding her 
individual ideal of marriage and divorce. 

Mrs. Deland says that in cases of irreconcilable marital discord legal separ- 
ation answers “‘every purpose of safety, honor = and decency.”’ Yet Mrs. 
Deland is a thoughtful woman in middle life, who has dwelt among human 
being and knows presumably the strength and permanence of human pas- 
sions. 

Does she not know that to separate husbands and wives while forbidding re- 
marriage, far from tendng to safety, honor and decency, far from turning each 
suddenly into a plaster saint, drives them without the law. 
into emotional highwaymen? 

How many “separated’’ wives have broken up the simple romance of some 
young girl, often perhaps, unintentionally, py luring her fiance away from his al- 
legiance? How many ‘‘separated” husbands have taken a greater measure of s0- 
clety and of affectten from good women than their indetinite status gave them 
any righi to? : 

The least sophisticated person mustadmit that these free lances in the realm 
of emotion are dangerous to honor and decency. If men and women. became sud- 
denly endowed with affections at the marriage altar, if they as suddenly lost 
them at the pronouncement of a decree of separation, then indeed divorce might 
be unnecessary. ~~ 

But if Mrs. Deland will consider people as they are, not as they ought to be, 
she will have to admit that legal separation not only does not solve the problem 
of twe individuals involved, but creates other problems, Divorce tends to limit 
its victims to the family immediately concerned in it. It is more or less a segre- 
gation of unhappiness and unrest. Judicial separation merely says that no- 
where on earth may two human beings find love and happiness within the law, 
and turns them loose, often young, ardent and undisciplined, upon society to as- 
sociate with the criminal or prey upon the innocent. 

To say that individuals must not be divorced, that persons who dwell to- 
gether in an intimacy which admits of nothing but love or loathing must un- 
der no circuntstances be parted because of the effect on society, is like claim- 
ing that a gangrened finger should not be cut off because it would leave the 
body imperfect. 

Divorce is social surgery, nothing more. Perhaps in this age there is a 
tendency to too much of it. Everywheartache is diagnosed as incompatibility 
and cut out in the courts; every pain called appendicitis and operated for. It is 
the way of all innovations. 

After a while we will settle down to a matter of fact acceptance of both 
knives. They will cease to be fads and become simple facts. Then society 
will marvel that there were once good and gifted women like Margaret 
Deland who thought it must carry a social cancer in its bosom merely be- 
cause it would hurt to cut it out. 

Meantime, however, those who heard Mrs. Deland’s remarks on divorce 
and race suicide must marvel why she thinks we may regulate the number o/7 
our children and yet refrain from the legal number of husbands or wives. 

For the law recognizes and enforces divorce. And g00d women have no 
more right to place themselves above the law and urge others to do 80 
than bad women have to hold themselves below it, and sink others to their 
depth. 

Mrs. Deland says she would not take her happiness at the expense of her 
brother's. As society is constituted today, she dines at his expense. clothes 
herself at his expense, lives in ease and comfort at his expense, and she does 
only what we all do, while we have a brother alive that is without food and 
warmth and proper clothing.
